Laws passed by tne last Legislature 
I are nowin effect and complications may 
ensue. All acts passed by the Legis¬ 
lature at its last session became laws 
at midnight Tuesday, so far as they do 
not conflict with constitutional provi¬ 
sions. The first of the new laws to 
cause trouble is that doing away with 
special judges and requiring the regu¬ 
lar circuit judges to act where a judge 
is ill or disqualified. Gov Willson is 
required under the new law to designate 
a regular judge who shall act in the 
place ot disqualified officials. To find 
regular judges who are not holding 
court at the time a vacancy occurs is 
what is puzsling the Governor. Another 
new law is that which provides that 
hereafter juries shall pass only on the 
guilt or innocence of the accused and 
shall not fix the time of punishment, 
neither is this fixed by the judge. He 
sentences the prisoner to the pen for 
a term running the least and greatest 
term allowed by law The prisoner may 
be paroled after serving the least term 
and if he ia not pare ed he will serve 
the longest term allowed by law. There 
is a question as to whether this law 
applies to the trial of prisoners for a 
crime committed-in the past or whether 
it applies only to trials for crimes com¬ 
mitted w the futaie.

that we did not have the required per cent. In a community where officers of 
the law and public sentiment were in favor of pooling, the verdict would be for 
the Society. In communities where the officers of the law and public sentiment 
were against pooling, the verdict would be for the man who broke his pledge. 
In this way the loan of the pooled tobacco worked hardship to the honest mem¬ 
bers. Seeing the difficulty that it made, our lawyers advised us not to pat a per 
cent, clause in subsequent contracts. 

We include in this circular a letter from Col. John R. Allen, giving his opin¬ 
ion on this subject. 

The General Assembly has passed all the laws necessary to protect our So 
ciety if we use common sense and theiight of experience, but to put a par cent, 
clause in the 1910 pledge would open a gap through which contract breaker* 
could escape. 

A per cent clause in tha contract would only make a mark for the Trust to 
shoot at. If we inserted a 75 per cent, claase the Trust would only have to 
buy up 26 per cent, and thus make any pool impossible. Having bought tha 
smallest fraction over one-fourth of tbe crop at good prices the Trust would be 
able to control the remainder of the crop for anything it was pleased to pay. 

The way to get 76 per cent, pledged is to gj after it and not to waste tune 
and energy in a wrangle about a technicality that would weaken the pool. The 
only reason that we hnve not 75 per cent, or 85 per cent, in the 1909 pool ia that 
selfish or short-sighted men, claiming to be the growers' friends, made war on 
us during the last pooling Besson and confused and misled tbe people. Don’t be 
misled this time. 

Extending the time of declaring the pool to Nov. 1st gives two boards the 
opportunity to pass on it. The old board has the right to declare the pool off 
prior to Oct. 1st, if in cheir judgment they deem it best. The ne* board, elect-

VOLVED.

Holds Attorneys Are Not Agents 
for Buyer or Seller. 


f rankfort, Ky.—Reports furnished by 
attorneys for guaranty companies are 
not instrumentalities in facilitating 
or carrying on interstate commerce. 
This opinion was delivered by the 
court of appeals In the case of the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty 
Co. against the commonwealth, in 
which the judgment of the Mason cir¬ 
cuit court imposing a fine of $150 on 
the company for failure to pay a state 
lcense was affirmed. 

The question involved was whether 
or not the company at t$e time of the 
indictment was engaged in (he bus! 
r.esa of interstate commerce and os 
empt under 8ectlon 4224 of the Ken 
tuckv Statutes, providing that each 
person, partnership and corporation 
having representatives In this state, 
etc., shall pay a license tax of $100. 
As for the interstate commerce pro¬ 
vision the appellate court says: "It 
a not competent for the state to place 
in.v burden of restraint In any way. 
af taxation or otherwise, upon any of 
the articles or things that are sub 
|ect to the interstate commerce until 
.t has acquired & status or place of 
abode within the Jurisdiction of the 
state.” 

The court also says that the Maya- 
ville attorneys furnishing these re¬ 
ports were not agents for either the 
buyer or seller in the sense that the 
goods or articles were bought or sold 
i through their agents.

Frankfort. Ky.—Neither the mayor 
nor the sinking fund (commissioners of 
second-class cities have any authority 
to make deposits cf funds due the 
sinking fund, or to have in any man 
uer the control or possession of the 
money to the credit of this fund, was 
the decision of the court of appeals in 
Ihe case of George W. Walter, treaa 
itrer, vs. John J. Dorian, et al„ revers¬ 
ing the judgment of the McCracken 
rirenit court. 

The court held that when Walters 
succeeded Dorian as city treasurer It 
was the duty of Dorian to turn over 
all the funds that had come Into his 
hands as treasurer, from whatever 
nourep or for whatever purpose In¬ 
tended, and it was the duty of Wal- 
tersfRi receive them and deposit them 
as required by the statute in the city 
depository selected by him.

But for 
the quota of cadets left behind to finish their un¬ 
completed courses of Instruction this momentous 
week in June likewise means the commencement 
of a new era, a change In tha existing order of 
things that is about as radical aa could be I mag 
toed 

This universal significance of the commence¬ 
ment season Is due to the fact that the majority 
of the West Point cadets are not granted a sum¬ 
mer vacation after thp fashion which obtains in 
the case of the pupils at most public and private

circumstance that the West Point Military academy 
Is not In close proximity to any large city, compli¬ 
cates the problem of houatag the strangers that to 
vade the stronghold at thU time of year. All ac¬ 
commodations in the hotels to the vicinity (inclu¬ 
ding the one under the auspice* of Uncle Sam), are 
engaged months in advance, and every officer on 
duty at West Point is likely to havw his hospitality 
and incidentally the sleeping accommodations in his 
“quarters” taxed to the utmost. 

During the golden (lays of June, which wind up 
the year at the military academy, discipline Is re¬ 
laxed. and all the cadets from upperclassmen to 
“plebes" are at liberty to enjoy the round of 
pleasure which is provided. To be mure there is 
plenty of work mixed In with the play, for this Is 
the time of year that the official board of visitors 
makes Its annual lnstection. and the West Point 
battalion Is expected tv display lta beat points. Be¬ 
tween times, however, there are opportualtlee tar 
strolls on the far-famed “Flirtation Walk.** and In¬ 
cidentally It may be remarked, that It Is the one 
season of the year when there la a fair visitor for 
every cadet. Ordinarily the proportion Is one belle 
to three, or even to six or seven prospective offi¬ 
cers. The evenings are given over to hops, culmina¬ 
ting in the appropriately named “Farewell Ball.” 


Interval of the academic year at other great seats 
of learning in this country. To be sure, the drills, 
open-air evolutions, drese parades and sham bat- 
tlea do supply an element of the spectacular not 
to be found in like degree anywhere else, unless 
perhaps it be at the United States Naval acad¬ 
emy at Annapolis, but in ao far as the graduation 
exercises proper are concerned, and the attendant 
farewell balls, the program at the Point Is not so 
different from that carried out at other big edu¬ 
cational Institutions at the close of the school 
year.
